The next question 
was that of Sunday werk, and on this point he 
had made inquiry, and found there was but 
one baking cstablishment in the city which did 
not oblige its men to labour on the Sabbath. 
The next question was as tothe hours. The usual 
length of time for work was eighteen hours, and 
one master baker took a great deal of credit to him- 
self because his men baked only for thirteen hours and 
a quarter. But the most general practice was to keep 
the employed at work for the long hours stated by the 
journeymen bakers. But the more convincing proof 
that the statements of those interrogated were truce was 


afforded by the communication which had been 
received from several master bakers = them- 
selves. In the only opposition with which they 


facta were admitted, ‘although 
the injurious eflucts were disputed. He had heard from 
Mr. Hughes, the master baker from Dellast—who, 
he was happy to say, was present—(cheers)—that it 
would be found, on investigation, that the statement 
by the journeymen bakers of their compleints was cor- 
rect. Before noticing the points in controvePsy, s to 
shether this working was so unhealthy, or whether it 
Huld be changed, it should first be considered what 
the work on Sunday really was. [t meant 
that 69 out of 70 of tie masice bakera in Dublin com- 
polled their men to labour on that day; and besides 
this, the system by which persons were so bound was 
not alore confine] to adults, but there were, at least, 
150, if not 200 apprentices engaged in the same busi- 
ness on Sunday. This was opposed to the religious 
feeling expressed by the Church, and contrary to the 
law of the land, which enforced a penalty for such 
labour. There wea an Act of Parliament specially 
against®jt, and one which was enforced and obeyed 
in Bellast. (Applause) The next question was, as to 
the length of the hours, and with reference to this, it 
was known they were not only too long, but unseason- 
able. The natural number of hours for man to work, 
at any ordinary calling, was ten, with two hours for 
his meals, which made up the stgadard twelve. These 
were the ancient hours all over the country, from 
six in the morning to six in the evening, 
The twelve hours’ aystein had been established in Scot 
land, and all the great fxctories which regulated the 
movements of trade came downto that. (tlear, hear) 
But the uahappy journeymen bakers, instead of having 
this arrangement, weve bound to their work for eighteen 
hours, It was said that jhe labours of an editor of a 
newspaper were great, but no 28 could be drawn 
between the two labourers, unless the writer of th 
article were to watch and walt till the morning came, 
and then go out into the street and distribute the papers. 
Mr. Wilson, at the Statistical Society, had said that the 
journeyman baker’s was the most uawholesome of all 
trades, and that, although sometimes their existence 
was miserably prolonged, it undermined their constitu- 
tion, and laid the foundation of disorders and disease, 
Now, there were institutions throughout the 
length and breadth of the land, for the provision of 
comfort and happiness for the destitute and dis- 
tressed, and to help the labouring man; there were 
refuges for tiie widow and the orphan; 
but how much better would it be if means were taken 
beforehand to prevent the nevessity of providing for 
them, by removing the evils which lay in the thof the 
husband and the father?

No evil results could arise from a renova- 
tion of such a system, nor could it effect the employer 
in a pecuniary point of view, but would rather tend to 
his advancement. If sucha system were abolished, 
the labourer would perform his duties, both physically 
and morally, in a much superior manner. Some per- 
sons had alleged that such an improvement could not 
be effectually carried out, except in large establish- 
ments, but such he denied was the case. Ile contended 
that it could be carried out in the smallest establish- 
ments. It was not only unjust, but cruel, for capitalists 
to persist in such a course; for he considered it to be 
the duty of every man to look with anxious care to the 
comfort and happiness of those in his employment. 
(Hear, hear.) 

The Rev. Dr. Kirkpatrick moved the following reso- 
lution :—" That the complaints of the journeymen 
bakers, as to the general practice of baking on Sunday, 
are fully borne out. hat this practice is —4— 
unnceessary, is contrary to the teaching of every Chris 
tian Church, and to the law of the land. That the 
information which has been collected as to the injurious 
consequences of Sunday baking, and the facility 
with which it can be dispensed with, should be 
laid before the clergy and ministers of Dublin, 
and that they be requested to address the mem- 
bers of their respective churches on the subject.” 
Ile said he did not think the resolution required much 
enforcement, for it was one which he was sure conveyed 
the feelings of the great majority of the citizens. He could 
not but s) mpathise with the cause they had assembled 
to promote. On the previous evening, in order to prepare 
himseif for that meeting, he went to visita man who had 
been for ycars employed as a journeyman baker, He 
was a member of his own congregstion, and one whose 
character was wholly unimpeachable. Ile inquired iuto 
his experience, and learned from him that he wenx to 
work a little after nine o'clock in the evening, was en- 
gaged all night long, and in the morning went to deliver 
the bread. Ile considered himself fortanate if he had 
finished his work by one or two o'clock in the day. This 
he did on Mondays, Wednesdays, and Thursdays ; on 
Friday he went at six o'clock, and kept at 
work till Saturday evening at five. And this was 
carried on for years. Some remedy should be provided 
against a system so injurious, both in a moral and 
physical view. (Ilear, hear.) He had recently been 
speaking to an accomplished Fellow of ‘Trinity College, 
about the success of the Irish candidates in the civil 
service, and he thought that it would be weil if their 
seniors were equally successful and zealous in Scotland 
in the cause of Christian benevolence.

The resolutvon was seconded by Dr. Rvan, and passed 
Alderman Atkinson then moved the following resolu- 
tion :—" Thatthe practice of employing appreutices and 
journeymen at baking on Sunday is contrary to the law 
of the land (Stat. 1 & 2 Vie., c. 28, sec. 13), and that 
each emplover and employed incurs a penalty every 
Sunday. ‘Chat as soon as the master bakers have had 
three months to crect the number of ovens necessary to 
dispense with Sunday work, steps should be taken to 
bring under the notice of the moqistrates and police 
commiesiovers of Dublin this statute, which is strictly 
enforced in Belfast, so as to have it obeyed by the ap- 
prentices, journeymen bakers, and master bakers of 
Dublin,” 

The Rev. Dr. Graves, F.T.C.D., seconded the resolution 
He hoped that the penalty which was spoken of wou! 
never require to be enforced, but that the justice of 
the measure would carry without the slightest inter- 
ierence of the law. 

The resolation was carried by acclamation. 

Mr. Wm. Francis Brady moved the following :— 
“That to promote the carly and complete abolition of 
Sunday work and night work in the baking trade in 
Dublin, it is necessary to make provision for con- 
tinuing the collection of information on the subject, 
and the dissemination of it amongst the master bakers, 
the clergy, the magistrates, and the public at large, and 
for this ol ject that an association be formed, to consist 
of the requisitionists for this meeting ; that the Lord 
Mayor, the movers and seconders, and representatives 
form the committee, with power to add to their num- 
bers an ! admit members“ 

Dr. George F. Shaw, F.T.C_D., in seconding the ro- 
solution, said they had now heard pretty well the posi- 
tive part of their case—how the bakers worked longer 
than any human beings ought to be required to labour — 
how they worked throngh the long nights, both of 
week-days and Sundays, how this labour was pursued 
in an unwholesome atmosphere, and was detrimental 
both physically and morally. (Hear, hear) There 
remained yet to be considered the negative ride of the 
ease, and that part of the question would be better 
dealt with by the committce or association which the 
resolution proposed. By the negative, he meant the 
dealing with the objections which would be ruled 
againstit, andmeeting boldly the opposition which should 
be expected. They should not imagine that (ois or any 
other measure of social reform would be carried by rose. 
water. (llcar, hear.) ‘They might ask, Where is the 
opposition tocome from? Who dare be our opponents? 
What is the necessity of establishing any organisation 
at alf? Is not the public opinion exvressed at this 
meeting sufficient to carry all before them?” II. 
would ay it was not by any means suticient 
[he opposition would not come from the master bakers. 
Mr. Johnstone had had the kia Iness, some time ago, to 
try the abolition of night work, but ho was not sup- 
ported as he should have been, and the result was, his 
eflorts failed. ‘The learned gentleman, having referred 
to the evils which he said existed in other trades as well 
as the baking, comp imented the working men of Dub 
lin for having set the example to their English brethren, 
in the endeavour to rewovre thie @rievance, which was 
condemned by almost every member of the commun'ty. 
Hie concluded a very able speech by seconding the reso- 
lution amid loud applause. 

The Rev. Mr. Jellett, F. T C. D., proposed a vote of 
thanks to Mesers. O'Callaghan, Johnston, and Summers, 
master bakers of Dublin, tor the manner in which they 
had joined in sympathising withthe movement. 

The resolution was seconded by Mr. O'Sullivan in for- 
cible terms, and was carried by acclamation.

NATIONAL KDUCATION (INELAND). 
The Earl of CLANCARTY, in rising to move for certain 
papers of which he had given notice with reference to this 
subject, said he did not apprehend any opposition would be 
offered to their production, It was most — that their 
lordships should be fully informed on a matter which so in- 
timately concerned the well-being of the country. No part 
of the policy of the Irish Government more required consi- 
deration and reform than that they bad parsued with regard 
to National Education. ‘lhe munificence of Parliament in 
the provision annually made for the education of the poor 
showed the importance attached to the snbjeet { and the 
manner in which these funds were managed had been the 
subject of much controversy. On the one hand the Comm g- 
sioners took credit to themselves for educating large and in- 
creasing numbers of children—numbers large beyond the 
belief of those who wished to be accurately informed on the 
subject, but for which credit was readily given by the friends 
uf the system; and on the other hand, representations were 
constantly being made that the education given was utterly 
inconsistent with religious training, and even on the score of 
literary instruction fell far short of the legitimate expectations 
of the public, There had been committees of inquiry; but the 
Government having always the majority, reported merely the 
evidence without note or comment, and, as there could be no 
Parliamentary action without the aid of the committee, no 
result followed in removing those causes of dissatisfaction 
that gave occasion to these inquiries. When the National 
System of Education in Ireland was founded, it was sought 
no doubt, to conciliate as much as possible the members of 
the Roman Catholic Church, and it was mainly with that 
view that the rule excluding instruction in the Bible from 
the schools which were called into existence under that sys- 
tem was adopted. Their lordshipe, would however, be surprised 
to learn from the correspondence for which he was about 
to move,that a‘ter the expulsion of the Bible from those 
schools, and after the secession of three respectable com- 
missioners from the board, that system of education which 
the Government of this country had so lon endeavoured 
to uphold did not meet with the coufidence of the Roman 
Catholic clergy. ‘That circumstance, and the fact that it 
was not acceptabie to the clergymen oft e Established 
Church, appeared to him to afford good grounds for enter- 
ing into a reconsideration of the whole qu jon. It was, 
however, rumoured, that there was no intention to make any 
change in the state of things as it stood, and while he re- 
uretted that such a determination had been arrived at, he 
shculd not wish to know on what grounds the Government 
based their hopes of success by an adherence to the present 
stem? Did they base those hopes u the support 
of the resident gentry in Ireland? if , he could 
inform them that they would be disa pointed, for, estimat- 
ing that yy by the amount of pecuniary contribu- 
tions which had been given in aid of the schools in 1858, it 
would be found to be comp :ratively trifling. He found, for 
example, by the last report which had been laid on the table 
»y the Commissioners of Education, that while in that vear 
the amount of the public grant for carrying out the system 
had been £273,000, the expenditure had been £302,154. and 
that of the lecal contributions only 410,000. The upho'ders 
ofthe system bad, perhaps, relied in their support “of it 
on the degree of popularity which it enjoyed with the 
poor, and that he admitted was a perfectly tair ground upon 
which to proceed. But what, let him ask, were the facts of 
he case? From a return which he held in his hand, 
emana ing from the Commissioners of Education, one might, 
indeed, be disposed to believe that the system was rapidly 
thriving, and that from the period of its institution there had 
been a continaed increase of pupils, while their number 
reached (tne very considerable amount of 803,610. Taking. 
however, the report of the Census Commissioners, which 


was presented in 1856, aud which was, of course, most 
trustworthy and impartial, he found that the total 
number of the population in Ireland between the 


ages of 5 and 16 was 1.870.098, and that the proportion of 
tha) number attending schools was leas than 25 per cent., 
or, in other words, 460.595, from which number was to be 
deducted the children of the upper and middle classes, and 
those who attended! the schools provided by charitable asso- 
ciations, in computing the number of those who wore educated 
under the National System. Ile would compare Ireland with 
Kugland in this respect. While in Ireland leas than 25 per 
cent. of the children attended the National Schools, in Fng- 
lard, out of 4,500,000 children, the number attending school 
was 2,144,000, or one-half. He trusted, now the Government 
waa aware that the National System of Edueation was not 
generally supported, they would give their attention to the 
subject, and propose some system that might receive the co- 
operation of the clergy of different denominations. He 
trusted some step would be taken that would prevent the 
Parliamentary grants from being squandered in attempts, 
that had been found meffectual, to force one system of eduea- 
ti mon the country. lhe noble lord eoncluad: il by moving 
for a copy of any address in 1859 from the Irish Roman 
Catholic Bishops to the |. rd Lieutenant of Ireland regarding 
the System of National f.dueation in that part of the United 
Kingdom, with the names thereto subseribed; also, acopy of 
the answer returne! by the Lord Lieuterant, and of any reply 
thereto from tue sail] Roman Catholic Bishops. i ‘ 
The Karl of CORK thought a grave responsibility rested 
on those who opposed the System of National Education in 
ireland. ‘ihe noble lord hal advanced no new arguments 
against it. lle asserted that the system had not fully at- 
turned the ohjeets of its founders; but before he asked the 
House to undo that system, he should be prepared to suggest 
some other to replace it. Though the noble lord had ap- 
pealed to statistics — on which he did net appear 
to rely — it was doubtful whether he could prove 
that, the National System hed not the general support 
of the landowners of the country. The result of 
the late election for the county of Cork, in which the 
Catholic clergy appeale! to the feeling of the laity against 


the syvetem, was ceciledily im farcur of the Government 
policy as to e luestion, ile admitied that the system 
hail been materially altered ; he Wi hed the rules 


oricinally laid down had been adhered to, bot he agreed 
with the opinion of Archbishop Whately, Notwithstanding 
these changes, he approved the princtple of the avatem.

They felt that instruction in re in 
those duties which were to regul.te their conduct in life, 
and their hopes of the life hereafter, were of too highly impore 
tant and paramount anature to be imparted except with the 
full consent and authority of the parent. The noble earl had 
stated, and it was patent to all, that in upholding those prin- 
ciples they had found themselves, often with 

bound to oppose the views en gra ms 1. me 
of the Established Church ; was also unfortunate that 
they had felt themselvesealled upon to oppose the 
views of the prelates of the Roman Catholic Church, 
Their adherence to the main system and leadin 2 
the National Education in Ireland ithey — to 
unimpaired, but if at any time, from one quarter or another, 
there should be laid before the Government any 
for particular improvement, or any objection to existin 
practice which they should feel not to be inconsistent w 
the principles which they had laid down, so far as they were’ 
not inconsistent they would always be willing to give them 
their fair and candid consideration. If suggestions 
trenched on the principles which he had stated as vital to 
the system, they must at once decline to accept them, or, at 
all events, no such change would be introduced without it 
being fully communicated to Parliament. ‘The noble earl 
had said that the system at the National Board bad sur- 
vived every inquiry and every attack; but this was surely 
ground for presuming that it rested on prinei that had 
inherent truth and authority in them. The right rev. pre- 
‘ate had quoted several extracts from the report of the in- 
— under the National Board, which certainly were not 
attering to the schools concerning which he selected these 
comments. He thought. however, that it was, at all events, 
satisfactory to see that the servants and officers of the board 
used the most perfect frankness, candour, and plain speaking, 
in ry Go forward the state of things really as they found it 
and did not flinch from pointing out deficiencies which had met 
their observation. There had, however, been of late brought 
to light, under the working of the competitive system, 
mistakes in grammar, in reading, and in various branches of 
education, which showed that these defects were not con- 
fined to the children of the poor, but existed in classes where 
they might have thoaght themselves not justified in looking 
forthem. He had nó doubt that a great many of these 
schools did stand very much in need of improvement, but 
the friends of the National System felt thatthe great bulk of 
their schools would not be found ‘inferior to those of other 
systems, The friends of the National System did feel 
confident expectations that on a fair comparison their 
schools “woul! not be found inferior, but be had no 
doubt that under all systems there were a great number 
of schools which stool very much in need of farther 
improvement. The right rev. prelate quoted some un- 
favourable notices from the Census Commissioners’ 
of 1851, but it was hoped that the state of things when 
the census should be taken in 1861 would be found very 
much improved, and, indeed, he knew that in the interval 
great care hed been taken, especivily in the training of 
teachers, which was sure to produce good results. The 
right rev. prelate had stated, and he (the Earl of Carlisle) 
agreed with him entirely when he stated that it was 
much to be lamented that a great number of National Schools 
established in Iretand had not received the co-operation and 
assistance of the clergy of the Pstablished Church. No one 
lamented the alienation of the clergy of the Established 
Church from the Nat ona! System more than himself; but he 
was glad to know that the boird was constantly receiving 
new and important adbesions from that quarter. He had 
little more to sey, except that be could have wished the 
noble earl had included in the papers he moved for—though he 
did not thiak that ander the circumstances he could well 
have done „- but he sincerely wished that he could have in- 
elnded in the papers a letter of advice written by the Lord 
Primate of Ireland to the clergy of his diocese. He did not 
know that he was justified in bringing that letter directly 
under tue notice of their lordships ; but, as the question had 
been mooted, he could not refrain from etating his deep 
satisfaction that this admirable prelate, before he closed— 
and distant be the day—his career amidst the respect and 
love of those who had watched ite long continuance, had 
been enabled to bequeath to the Church which he had up- 
hell and adorned such a legacy of peace, wisdom, and 
charity. 
Viscount LIF FORD believed that the Sytem of National 
Education, as introduced into Lreland by the noble earl (Earl 
Derby) was as good a system, both na regarded secular and 
religious education, as could possibly be devised; and he 
knew that where that system had had fair play it was 
eminently successful. This fair play, however, had been 
very seldom obtained. The continual concessions made had 
induced the priests and prelates of the Roman Catholic Church 
to think that they might obtain still more. First, the Serip- 
ture I tracts“ bad been withdrawn in a great measure from 
the s hoola, and. in the next place, the Evidences of Chris- 
tianity,” by the Archbishop of Dublin, had been omitted, Na- 
tional Schools which had been established adjoining nunneries 
and Roman Catholic chapels had certain portions of theRoman 
Catholic service readin them, whilst a protestant proprietor 
was not allowed to havethe Protestant service in a National 
School house. A continual effort had been made to remove 
the schools from under Protestant proprietors, and to remove 
Prote:tant schoo!masters, and replace them with Roman 
Catholics. A certain schoolmaster was charged with writing 
threatening notices for the Ribbon Society, but was released 
ou bail for six months, and daring those six months he con- 
tinued to held the office of national schoolmaster. 
There was a noble earl (the Earl of Arran) who tcok 
a deep interest inthe prosperity of Ireland, and he had one of 
the mort ercellent National Schools ur der his management. 
lie was. however. continually tormented with reports of the 
district inspector. Ile (Viscount afford) visited tha school, 
and found it one of the best that he had seen, and alm st all 
the ne:whbouring clergy, though opposed to the National 
System, rep tted in its favour, and one of them said that this 
school was of so high a character as to be considered as a 
kind of university, for any young man who passed through 
that school took a higher standing than he could procure 
„ herwise . wenty-twovears ago he himselfestablisheda Na- 
tional School in a very wild part of Ireland, and for 16 years 
that school was very snecessfal, it having a good attendance, 
ani more than nine-tenths of the children being Roman 
(‘atholies, but no Roman Catbolie parent made any objection, 
After 16 years, however, they set up an opposition school 
under Roman Catholic priests, and the Roman Catholic 
children were withdrawn, Ille had received a letter from 
the board atating that the school about which he inguired was 
net a Roman Catholic one, This was a quibble, By a rule of 
the beard no school wastaken under its chargetor ax months 
fier it was built. The six months had not expired in the 
ease to which be referred, but i* did expire in a very short 
tine after the correspondence, and the school was opened as 
a National Se’ ool, - a conversation he had had witha Ro- 
man Catholic inspeetor of National Sohoo's, that gentleman 
expressed his pleasure at the success of the svstem, because 
it was depriving thepriest of his influence, He (Lord Lifford) 
said that, although a Protestant, he was sorry for it, because, 
though it was destroving the influence of the priest, it was 
supplying an inficence that was no better, Their lordshi 
had, perhaps, read accounts stating that no less than a mil- 
lion of Roman Catholics in America had given up that re- 
ligion, He feared there was not much cause for satisfaction 
in the circumstance, because he believed that mest of them 
had either joined some of the objectionable sects that existed 
in that country or become intidela, ‘There ceuld be no doubt 
that the present state of things as regarded the working of 
the Svaten of National Educationin Ireland was unsatiafac- 
tory. Lhe commissioners had refused permission to teachers 
to teach out of the little book written by the Archbishop of 
Dublin on the “ Evidences of Christianity.” Who was re- 
sponsible for all this? Ile believed that the esase of the 
present dissstisfaction and the demaads made by the Roman 
Catholic prelates had arisea from the unreasonable conces- 
sions made from the first by the Commissioners of Education 
to the thoman Catholic body in Irelard, 
The Bishop of DERRY had not come prepared with papers 
which would have refuted some of the statements made by 
the noble earl (Clopen:ts), and commenicated te him by 
their lordshins the reason why he had nat dane os was 
that he had been informed that the motion of the noble ear! 
woul! be merely one for the production of pa As one of 
the Commissioners of Education, he (the Hishop of Derry) 
had had the createst experience in the working of the system 
and the operations of the beard; and he now testified to its 
progress and likewise to its great utility to the country.
